Tre Shanghai Mercury of the 30th alt, 
contains the following paragrph, which 
scams to be a scientific attempt to connect 
the exceptional beat at Shanghai with the 
appesrance of a comet. If there was a 
comet or any otber body of exceptional 
interest visible in the hoavens why does not 
our expersive Observatory tell us some- 
thing about it? The Australian and South 
Alrican metcorologisis keep the people who 
pay them well posted in these matters :— 


There socms little reason to doubt that on 
the 24th or 25-h an important comet passed 
the peribelion point.. From the accovots 
-given of its appear. nce, by the few who aaw 
at, it approached in a retrograds orbit; and 
muat hove passed closo, possibly within » 
willion or so milea of tho solar surface, 
which would give a velocity of porhaps 200 
miles per aecond, or a heat equivalent of 
some 26 million foot puunds. Should the 
particles of the camet come in collisiun 
with the moeteorio matter known to 
‘surround the sun, an amount of heat pro- 
bably apprecisble must have buen generate 
ed. Tho quantity, in the absence of all 
knowledge of the mass and conditions of 
the comet, we cannot of course arriva at. 
Now, it is an old story that coonecta 
vintages with comets, and the year 1843, 
when one of the largest cometa of the 
eontury passed closate ‘the sun, was long 
remembered, and ‘comet’ port was for 
nearly half a ceatury well kuown. This ie, 
however, only another way of exprening a 
hot, ary summer, For long, till the 
epsctrosope revealed the intimate com- 
osition of comets, this connection was

double that uf wheat. Opium oumes second, 
and even rica over a retics of year is B 
mote valuable staple than wheat. Tho 
experi-snae of years in short has chown that 
wheat is of all our great exgurt staples 
most. dependent op the character of the 
teason in India. . 

It is hardly leas curious to find a man of 
the ealibre of Slr Thomas Sutherland hope- 
lesely bewildered on the auhjeet of ox- 
change and candidly admitting that 
inglorieus ottitude, He had just pointed 
out that tho fall in the vatue of 
silver weighed heavily on the whale 
export trade to the East, the P. and 0. mail 
eteamera being unable to chtaln more than 
half or two-thirds of their comparatively 
amall cargoes; ond he went on to say;
